The Maritimes, the Prairie Provinces 
«nd British Columbia have been thofe 
regions most affected oy the dépression, 
because the great masc of the population 
in these provinc« are producers and «x- 
porters of primary produce. On the other 
hand, they are the direct victims of th« 
high tariff jK'licy pursued by (Canada, dur- 
ing the paai six years «xpeciaily. The 
tariff only means higher price* for the 
goods they buy, and ie a direct hindrance 
to their exporte. It has only been the 
manufacturing intereats of Queljec and 
Ontario which iiavc benefitted from the 
taritl. On the balance, the countr)- on 
ihe whole has been the bufferer. But 
despite this, the situation b«come» clearer 
when wc consider that the tariff ia the 
result OÎ the political power of the domi- 
nant groupt ill our «conomy.
